Though she went through the ninth 
grade in school, Alice Davis still couldn't 
read. Being the eighth of twelve children 
in rural Kentucky, she didn't always catch 
the school bus when told to and, since 
her father left for work, he didn't know. 
Her hard working father, widowed when 
the youngest child was three days old 
kept his family together and lived to a ripe 
old age of 90, but reading was not. a 
family priority. 

At71, Alice Davis is a prize pupil in the 
literacy program at the Dominican Learn- 
ing Center on the south side of Colum- 
bus. She has begun to realize her dream 
of being able to read to her four year old 
great grandchild. Eric, and to write 
poetry. Mrs~Davis, a widow, raised two 
sons, Larry and Peter, who both went on 
to college from Linden McKinley High 
School. Larry, a graduate of Central 
State, died of 25 of a sudden heart prob- 
lem and Peter, she beams with pride to 
relate, is an attorney and legal advisor to 
the Legislature on corrections. She 
prodded her sons to pay attention to their 
teachers, to learn and do well in schooi 
because "If you have it in your head, no 
one can take it away from you." 

Mrs, Davis retired in 1990 from Ohio 
Dominican College after eighteen years 
working in maintenance. For the last 
seven of those years she also worked as 
a cook part time for the Sisters. She told 
Sister Marie Granger that she wanted to 
learn how to read. "Call me if you start 
that program" she said. In November, 
1994, Sister Marie did just that, Alice 
signed on as the first student at the new 
Dominican Learning Center with Sister 
Kay Burland as her tutor. 

She wanted "to start at the bottom” 
she said and, today, a year later she is 
ready for level four. Her first paragraph 
proudly hangs in the Center's hall at 1111 
East Stewart Ave. She thought she would 
be. embarrassed to admit that she 
needed to learn to read but she is now so 
proud of herself she finds herself "brag- 
ging." "| was afraid | would be put in a 
class with a bunch of kids" she recalls. 
“Working alone with Sr. Kay | listen care- 
fully and | understand." She also does 
her homework and attends faithfully. Sr. 
Kay says “Alice. should throw out the 
words | can't. She can do anything.” 

She is reading Huckleberry Finn now 
and lots of children's books to Eric. She 
told her grandson, Tony, when Eric asks 
to be read to, “Stop everything and read 
to him!"

Doug Lane understands how the 
families with a relative in the Intensive 
Care Unit (ICU) at Children's Hospital 
feel, having to spend countless days and 
sometimes weeks hoping that the patient 
Survives a life or death situation. His 
niece and nephew spent time in the ICU 
this year and his daughter had a two-day 
stay at Children’s for a tonsillectomy. But 
the difference is the time of year, as now, 
during the holidays, the ICU patients and 
their families have trouble finding the 
Spirit left to celebrate 

When Doug Lane, Eddie Saxton and 
Greg Sales heard that the ICU lobby at 
Children's Hospital had accidentally 
been without a Christmas tree for aver 
four years, they wanted to make sure 
those working on or visiting the second 
floor had a reminder that “’tis the season 
to be jolly.” The Children's Hospital staff 
assumed that the ICU waiting area had 
been decorated for. the holidays each 
year, since its visitors are under severe 
stress in dealing with critical situations. 

The three employees of Techneglas, 
a world leader in the manufacturing of 
television glass parts headquartered in 
Columbus, rallied their associates in the 
Unit Finishing Operation department to 


donate the funds needed to provide a 
decorated tree 

Sales had initiated an internal group 
meeting in his department called “Work- 
ing together in the workplace,” in which 
they'd discuss ways to make Techneglas 
systems even better. Saxton added that 
there should be a community element 
“My military experience in the National 
Guard, Reserves and active duty and my 
involvement as a little league coach has 
taught me the value of helping the com- 
munity.”

Direction for youth program 
defines early intervention 


Last year nearly 11,000 criminal 
charges against juveniles were filed 
in Franklin County. Many, of these 
crimes were theft related. Unfor- 
tunately, many of these charges 
occur in December. 

Directions For Youth, 1515 In- 
dianola Ave., has designed a pro- 
gram to help first time offenders of 
shoplifting and/or vandalism 
receive early intervention services. 
The program, Self Exploration and 
Responsible Choices (SEARCH), 
provides educational group coun- 
seling for youth, ages 8 to 17. Young 
offenders are identified and 
referred to SEARCH by Franklin 
County Juvenile Court, Franklin 
County Children Services, retail 
stores, schools, community agen- 
cies and parents. 

Group sessions emphasize the 
consequences of delinquent be- 
havior and its impact on self, family 
and the community. Self awareness 
is explored through discussions 
and activities on topics such as 
values, peer pressure, drug/alcohol 
use, assertiveness, goals and 
decision making. Parents are also 
involved with an orientation session 


focusing on adolescent develop- 
mental issues, parenting techni- 
ques and communicating with 
teens 

SEARCH reduces juvenile delin- 
quent behavior and prevents further 
involvement with the justice sys- 
tem, It saves taxpayers and busi- 
ness thousands of dollars. Of the 
young people completing the pro- 
gram, 85% have no further contact 
with the juvenile court system. The 
SEARCH program serves over 300 
adolescents each year. 

Funding for this program is 
provided by Franklin County 
Children Services, United Way of 
Franklin County, J.C. Penney and 
program fees. 

Additional funding is needed to 
reduce the number of adolescents 
involved or reinvolved with the 
juvenile court system. 

Directions For Youth provides a

Controlling school building 


t the request of the Voinovich ad- 
Arcee the Ohio Board of Regents 
as asked to develop a budget that 

would control spending by state colleges and 
universities for capital improvements. As 
result of this request, the Board recently 
presented a budget proposal which ac- 
complishes this objective, and will curtail the 
bonanza for contractors and others who have 
benefitted from expenditures that might have 
been more prudently made in classrooms or in 
other areas of the state's educational budget. 
The proposed budget will earmark ap- 
proximately $357 Million Dollars for new con- 


struction, However, only $354 Million would be 
funded by the state, with the schools themsel- 
ves bearing the remainder of the costs of the 
projects. This will stop the schools’ spiralling 
construction debt and force them to reprioritize 
their budgetary goals. 

This proposal is a fair solution to a continu- 
ing problem of schools increasing state debt 
for new building projects. While there may be 
legitimate capital needs at our state assisted 
colleges and universities, the primary focus 
should be on what the classrooms look like on 
the outside, but the quality of education going 
on inside, 


Restore benefits to teachers 


ast week, the Ohio State Teachers 

Retirement System was sued in the 

Franklin County Court of Common 
Pleas to prevent the payment of so-called 
“bonus checks" to some retired teachers, 
while others face up to a 40% cut in their 
benefits. In the interest of fairness, the cuts 
should be restored. 

Over 17,000 former teachers were affected 
by the cuts in benefits, and they brought suit 
to have those reductions restored. It is 
manifestly unfair for this group to suffer the 
benefit reductions, while the remaining ex- 
teachers, numbering over 70,000 in number, 
receive the $40 Million Dollars in “bonus 
checks" averaging about $575.00 each, and 


which are not required to be distributed by law 
or under the contract with the teachers. 

When employees work for and organization 
for five, ten, twenty or even thirty years, and 
faithfully pay into their retirement system, they 
are owed a duty by those governing the sys- 
tem that they will receive the benefits that they 
bargained for once they become unable to 
supplement their income. However, these 
same employees are owed an even higher 
duty, that decisions made concerning their 
benefits will be made on a fiscally sound and 
equitable basis. 

At the very least, the administrators of the 
State Teachers Retirement System had better 
come up with a reasonable explanation for 
their "robbing Peter to pay Paul" logic. 


“Making our lawmakers accountable 


s§ the Franklin County Grand Jury con- 
tinues to explore a rash of complaints 
at state legislators have either im- 
properly accepted or failed to report ques- 
tionable "honoraria" and “speaking fees", the 
architects of Ohio’s ethics and campaign dis- 
closure laws must be smiling now. t is, 
unless some of them are currently being 
scrutinized. - 
For example, State Senator Stanley Aronoff 
R-Cincinnati), who is also President of the 
hio Senate, apparently “forgot” to report two 
checks totalling $1,000.00 that he received 
from an Ohio company in 1993 while attending 
a dinner. Since the dinner host was a lobbyist

for the company, which later obtained a multi- 
million dollar contract from the state, Aronoff's 
failure to disclose the checks is being probed 
as a violation of Ohio campaign law. 

A major aspect of public service is, and by 
necessity should be compliance with all ethi- 
cal and campaign reporting procedures. It 
bee ag well be that Aronoff, who admittedly 

no direct control over the awarding of the 
contract, simply "forgot". However, to state 
taxpayers, the very appearance of possible 
impropriety is a very. serious issue, which can 
easily be avoided by prompt and accurate dis- 
closure by our legislators. 


When Black Americans first sent 
scores of their own to the U.S. Con- 
gress the prevailing theme was that 
‘for too long we've been left out of 
the mix” and these people vowed 
that it elected they would go forth to 
Washington and “upset the status 
quo" and give blacks more power 
and political clout. Now, 30 years 
later many of those Congresspeople 
are still in Washington, not upsetting 
anything, for these days the blacks in 
Congress are the status quo with absolutely no inten- 
tion of challenging, what is now their establishment. 
One way African Americans can see the true colors of 
the “establishment” blacks still in Congress is to check 
out their role and actions around the issue of repara- 
hors 

Every black in Congress, except U.C. Watts (R-OK) 
and Gary Franks (R-Conn.), will step up to the plate to 
argue over the diminishing issue surrounding the dis- 
mantling of affirmative action programs. But, as affirm- 
ative action fades into the sunset if its results are 
checked out they will indicate that the real benefactors 
of these programs - middle-income blacks - have 
moved to suburbia far away from the majority black 
districts these congresspeople represent. If the blacks 
in Congress really want to do something that actually 
affects the whole of the African-Americah community, 
they will resurrect the legislation already in Congress 
that will bring about legislative debate on reparations 
for African Americans. 

Most establishment-oriented blacks don't realize 
that a revolution happened with the Million Man March. 
The march has provided us a unique opportunity to 
move ourselves closer to settling a long overdue debt. 
in collecting this debt, owed to all of us, we must speak 
the word “reparations” unapologetically, define what 
we mean by it clearly, and forcefully. To gain repara- 
tions we have to want it more than “integration” and 
“acceptance” from white people. The reason repara- 
tions legislation hasn't progressed any further is be- 
cause the people we sent to Congress, to "Upset that 
tired old institution,” have become ancillary parts of the 
establishment and are afraid that speaking the word 
“reparations’ will cause them to lose the level of 
“acceptance” they currently have from their white 
peers and campaign contributors, But, the concept and 
reality of the Million Man March should be enough to 
show blacks and whites that the majority of African 
Americans are no longer just seeking acceptance and 
are not inclined to accept piecemeal legislation that 
hardly addresses the real issues of our past and 
present in this country. 

Instead of realizing the “empowerment” we were 
promised by those we sent to the U.S. House of 


Representatives, black communities are suffering from 
the effects of three centuries of enforced poverty, 
including inadequate educational, employment and 
business opportunities and insufficient health care and 
housing. Until the passage of the 1965 Civil Rights Act, 
large numbers of black people were required to pay 
taxes while being denied the right to participate in the 
elective process. The Thirteen Colonies and the U.S. 
grew wealthy and to their current status from the slave 
trade and labor stolen from black people. Jim Crow 
laws and U.S. public policy denied black people access 
to most things even after the passing of the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation. The U.S. government has never 
apologized to, or compensated, black people for a 
string of grievous wrongs dating back 400 years. 

There is a precedent for an apology and compen- 
sation in U.S. history. The government has paid com- 
pensation to some Indian nations, made formal 
apology to the indigenous people of Hawaii, and-paid 
$20,000 to many Japanese people who were wrong- 
fully incarcerated during World War |I. Our presidents 
have often addressed past wrongs through executive 
orders and our courts have routinely awarded 
damages to survivors of those who were unjustly in- 
jured. Isn't it about time that those who claim to speak 
for us in the Congress, do so? The word the 40 blacks 
on Capitol Hill need to speak is “reparations.” 

N'COBRA a group dedicated to the passage of 
reparations, says: “We want the United States to: 1) 
hold public hearings and pass the Conyers/Mineta Bill 
#891;2) sanction the actions of tax payers to desig- 
nate, voluntarily a percentage of their tax dollars to 
begin the development of a reparations fund and 3) 
provide emergency reparations payments and the 
autonomy necessary to fully address the crisis situa- 
tion in black communities related to crime, education 
and business development.” 

Surely black men marching to Washington, and 
everywhere, must force their representatives to pay 
attention to issues in the world that affect black people, 
such as apartheid in South Africa, but at the top of their 
agenda, should be a dedication to seize this moment 
to stem the tide that is causing the genocide of blacks 
right here in America.

KINSHASA, Zaire - A Zairian 
woman had both her legs am- 
putated in July as a result of skin 
deceased caused by a newly intro- 
duced skin lightening product called 
Black Soap 

Doctors in Kinshasa said the 
were forced to remove the left 
breast of another user ofthe same 
soap, believed to have been im- 
ported from Benin and Togo 

According to Philippe Nkanka 
Tshimange, a toxicologist, the soap 
is made of caustic soda, mixed with 
palm or peanut oil, or even cocoa 
whieh gives it its color 

Medical sources here say the 
skins of several Zairian women 
have been damaged by the soap 
because they didn't use a shampoo 
which should accompany it 

As a resull, the soap's chemicals 
wear off the skin, leaving a thin 
transparent layer of blood vessels 
on top 

Meanwhile, the military govern- 
ment in Gambia has issued an ul- 
timatum to female civil servants to 
stop lightening their skins by the

The Million Man March on Oc- 
tober 16, 1995 inspired Black men 
nationwide to bring about great 
change in their communities. 
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Columbus has a pivotal role in 
making the historic event a powerful 
and lasting movement. 

“Columbus will be a swing city in 
this new dispensation of our rise," 
said Nation of Islam leader and Mil- 
lion Man March Convener Minister 
Louis Farrakhan during a recent 
brief visit to the capitol city. His local 
representative, Donell Muhammad 
concurs. "This is a test market city 
for many things," Muhammad says. 
"The type of talent brought to the 
LOC in this city was overwhelming." 

The LOC was formed earlier this 
year by members of various com- 
munity organizations and churches 
including The Nation of Islam, 
AASAC Community Church, 
Africentric Personal Development 
Shop, the local NAACP chapter and 
others. The unity and cooperation 
on the grassroots level helped 
facilitate the transportation and 
Safety of March participants: The 
LOC successfully transported eight 
busloads of men to and from the 
historic event. Since the March, the 
LOC has met regularly to take the 
goodwill developed from the March 
and turn it into a solidified plan of 
action. In the upcoming year, local, 
organizing committees around the 
country will be active in voter 
registration, developing an inde- 
pendent health care plan and na- 
tional economic fund, prison 
teform, and black adoption. 

Locally, cooperative oppor- 
tunities for Black men to share their 
expertise and skills are in place, 
One such project is the renovation 
of an old schoo! building located at 
440 Fairfield Rd. The recently-pur- 
chased school, once completed, 
will house a community self- 
development center, as well as fu- 
ture headquarters of the LOC. 

The building's renovation is 
treated as an open lab project, al- 
lowing those with experience in 
electrical wiring, painting, car- 
pentry, and general construction to 
teach others free of charge. Par- 
ticipants meet every Saturday at 9 
a.m. to learn a particular skill that 
day and practice by performing the 
actual repairs, saving thousands of 
dollars in reconstruction costs.

NSF Awards Grant to improve teaching 
methods for girls in math and science 


The National Science Founda- 
tion (NSF) recently awarded the 
National Coalition of Girls' Schools 
(NCGS) a $75,000 grant to publish 
teaching strategies that encourage 
girls to pursue careers in math, en- 
gineering and science. 

The NCGS, based in Concord, 
Mass., sponsored the Conference 
on Girls & Technology in June to 
explore the ways girls learn, includ- 
ing hands-on experiments, "female- 
based" metaphors for science, 
real-world problem solving, 
cooperative learning and the use of 
mentors and role models. To assist 
teachers nationwide, NCGS will 
distribute its conference findings, 
teaching techniques, curriculum 
models and Strategies for parents 
through a book, video and a Internet 
world Web site in coming months. 

The NSF calls the low level of 
participation of women in science, 
engineering and math a serious 
problem. Women will constitute a 
majority of new entrants into the 
work force by the year 2000. cur- 
rently, women earn less than 44 
percent of bachelor degrees in 
science and engineering though 
they represent 54 percent of all 
graduates, according to NSF statis- 
tics. In Elementary grades, girls ex- 
perience science as hands-on, 
exploratory process even less often 


than boys do. Students of both 
sexes rarely see science, engineer- 
ing and mathematics as careers in 
which both men and women are 
engaged. But research conducted 
in all-girls’ schools shows that 
adopting more inclusive teaching 
methods can and does make a dif- 
ference, 

The grant was awarded as part 
of the NSF's Education and Human 
Resources Activities for Women 
and Girls in Science, Engineering 
and Mathematics. The program is 
designed to encourage innovative, 
short-term, highly-focused ac- 
tivities that will improve access to 
and retention of females in science, 
engineering and math 

At Columbus School for Girls 
(CSG), in Bexley, and member 
school of NCGS, faculty members 
understand the importance of help- 
ing girls excel in science, engineer- 
ing and math, "You can visit an 


upper school math classroom at 


MEMBERS OF the Coalition for Fairness in Africa (CFA) recently held a 


CSG and you'll see girls diligently 
solving advanced problems on the 
computers," said Dr. Patricia Hayot, 
head of school. "Walk into a middle 
school science lab and you'll find 
the students’ drawings and ex- 
planations of their own imaginative 
machines and inventions. Or enter 
a lower school classroom and you 
might hear an intense discussion 
about rain forests." 

Hayot continued, "At CSG, stu- 
dents are expected top succeed in 
all subject. Their learning needs 
are always in the foreground. They 
don't compete with boys for atten- 
tion or praise from the teacher in 
math or any other class. We en- 
courage them to do research, even 
inthe lower grades, by asking ques- 
tions and finding solutions. All 
avenues of learning are open to our 
students. Therefore, few doors are 
closed to them later in life."

Buckeyes are off to their best start in four years: 


The Ohio State men's basketball 
team, Off to its best start in four 
seasons at 5-0, took to the road this 
week, for only the second time this 
season when they faced the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee at Chattanooga. 

Nine days ago the’ Buckeyes 
snapped a 14-game road losing 
streak, dating back to the 1993-94 
season, with a 92-87 victory over 
George Mason. After a week of 
preparation, the Buckeyes 
defeated Seton Hall last Saturday 
night, 105-96, for its fifth win of the 
year. It was the team’s second win 
over a Big East schoo! this year and 
its fourth at St. Jonn Arena. OSU 
also has homé wins over Central 
Connecticut, 79-52, Big East mem- 
ber West Virginia, 77-68, and 
Cleveland State, 75-52. 

Seventh-year head coach 
Randy Ayers, the 1991 national 
coach of the year and two-time Big 
Ten coach of the year (1981 and 
1992), has a 109-74 all-time record 
as a collegiate head coach and he 

uided four of his first six teams 

post-season play (three NCAA 
tournaments). He is assisted by 
Jene Davis (1st year), four-year 
Buckeye letterman Jerry Francis 
(2nd year) and Randy Roth (4th 
year) 5 

Ohio State and UT-Chattanooga 
have met twice on the basketball 
court and most recently last season 
when the Buckeyes handed the 
Mocs an 84-83, overtime loss on 
Dec, 15 at St. John Arena. In the 
only other meeting, OSU defeated 
UTC, 97-57, in the first round of the 
Florida Citrus Classic, at the 
Orange County Civic Center in Or- 
lando, Fla 

Kevin Martin, a freshman 
making only his second career 
start, scored 17 points and grabbed 
10 rebounds -- both career highs -- 
to carry the Buckeyes to the over- 
time win over UTC last year. Martin 
had four "threes" in the game, in- 
cluding one with 33 seconds left in 
overtime which gave the Buckeyes 
the lead for good. Don Jantonio had 
five points, including a "three" in the 
overtime session. The Buckeyes 
were led in scoring by Doug Etzler, 
who finished with a career high 24, 
and Antonio Watson, who had 22 
points and a game-high 14 
rebounds, The game was one of 
three that Rick Yudt missed last 
season due to arthroscopic surgery 
on his left knee. 

\'T-Chattanooga, under the 
direction of 11th-year coach Mack 
McCarthy (206-103 at UTC), is 2-4 
on the year with wins over South 
Carolina-Aiken and Cumberland 
and losses to Marshall, Alabama 
State, UAB and Peen State (81-49 
this past Sunday), McCarthy has 
guided the Mocs to seven Southern 
Conference titles, including five 
straight regular season crowns and 
three straight tournament crowns. 

Coach Randy Ayers’ new-look 
team -- seven of the top eight 
scorers are first-year players at 
OSU -- has opened the season with 
five straight wins. Four true fresh- 
men are starting along with senior 
Rick Yudt, the team's captain and 
the leading returning scorer from a 
year ago who is pacing the team 
with 16.2 points per game and who 
has reached double figure scoring 
in each of the last four games. 
Freshmen starters Jermaine Tate 
(13.6 ppg; 6.4 apg) and Shaun 
Stonerook (11.0 rpg; 9.6 ppg) are 
continuing to spark the Buckeyes 
with their enthusiastic play. Fresh- 
man Neshaun Coleman is coming 
off the bench and scoring 10.0 
points per game. A sixth freshmen, 
Jason Singleton, is scoring 7.6 per 
game off the bench. The team's 
only other senior, transfer Steve 
Belter, is coming off the benc.1 and 
production 6.2 points, 4.8 rebcunds 
and aggressive play in the low post

The Buckeyes are out-rebound- 
ing their opponents by 5.0 per 
game, They are also shooting 49.7 
percent from the field and 70,5 per- 
cent from the foul line.

Ohio State scored 67 second- 
half points -- just two off the school 
record for points in one haif -- and 
ran away from Seton Hall for its 
fifth-straight victory, 105-96, at St 
John Arena. Rick Yudt scored 19 of 
his game-high 24 points in the 
second half and Damon Stringer 
scored 18 of his career high 22 in 
the final 20 minutes. Stringer also 
four assists and just one turnover 
while helping the Buckeyes build a 
double-figure lead that they kept for 
most of the half, Five different Buck- 
eyes scored in a key, 17-2 run, that 
took all of three minutes. Jermaine 
Tate jammed at 18:51 to put the 
Bucks'up, 41-40, and when Stringer 
stole a pass and drove for a layup 
at 15-56, OSU led 56-42 and Seton 
Hall called time out. The lead 
stretched to 17 points (67-50 and 
69-52) twice in the half and the 
closest the Pirates would get would 
be seven points, Yudt and Stringer 
kept the Bucks ahead by combining 
to score 30 of the team’s last 38 
points 

Ohio State made 60 percent of 
its shots against Seton Hall (36-60) 
including a white-hot 65.7 percent 
in the second half (23-35). Jer- 
maine Tate made all six of his field 
goal attempts to boost his season 
percentage to an incredible 75 per- 
cent (30-40) 

Shaun Stonerook notched his 
second-consecutive double-double 
when he had 13 points and 11 
rebounds vs. Seton Hall. He and 
Jermaine Tate each had double- 
doubles against George Mason 
Tate had 19 points and 12 
rebounds. Stonerook had 12 and 12 
respectively 


Ohio State fell behind Seton 
Hall, 21-10 early on, but regrouped 
behind a 17-2 scoring run that fea- 
tured six different players scoring 
points, The Buckeyes helped 'them- 
selves by making 20 of 25 free 
throws in the second half vs. Seton 
Hall. Damon Stringer was 6-of-6 
He has made 11 straight free throws 
covering three games...Neshaun 
Coleman came off the bench 
against Seton Hall and dropped in 
a career-best 14 points...Shaun 
Stonerook has three-straight 11-or 
more rebounding games. His 11 
rebounds against the Pirates 
sparked a 12-rebound advantage 
for the Buckeyes. 44-32.,.Three 
Buckeyes have 20-point scoring 
games. Jermaine Tate had 26 vs 
Central Connecticut, Rick Yudt had 
21 vs. West Virginia and 24 vs 
Seton Hall was witnessed by a 
season high 12,249 fans at St. John 
Arena...Randy Ayers is now 6-2 all- 
time against Big East Conference 
teams...Last year's win over UT- 
Chattanooga gave Ayers his 100th 
collegiate coaching victory...OSU's 
balanced scoring features four 
double-figure scorers and the top 
eight scorers average between 
16.2 and 6.2 points per game.

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Wait is over, film version of ‘Waiting to Exhale’ opens Dec. 22

From the moment it was 
rumored that Terry McMillan’s 
best-selling book, WAITING TO 
EXHALE, was slated for the big 
screen, both excitement and con- 
troversy held its breath in an- 
ticipation. Although McMillan's 
previous books - "Mama" and 
"Disappearing Acts" met with criti- 
cal acclaim, it was “Waiting to 
Exhale" that spread across 
America like wild fire in a wheat 
field. Black women from dorm 
rooms to doctor's offices were in 
haling and exhaling --in unison- 
as Terry McMillan rendered the 
plight of their collective asphyxia 
tion 

The movie, like the book, ex 
tols the life and loves of four 
African American women as they 
labor through a gauntlet of one 
rotten relationship after another. 
These four women who are look- 
ing for love in all the wrong places 
are, Savannah, Bernadine, Robin 
and Gloria. To play these women, 
WAITING TO EXHALE went out 
and gathered four extremely 
potent and powerful women to fill 
the bill, many of which were hand 
picked by McMillan herself. 

The lead characters of Savan- 
nah and Bernadine, are brought 
to life by Whitney Houston and 
Angela Bassett 

As one of the most successful 
recording artist in the history on 
R&B and Pop music, Houston 
has sold over 80 million albums 
and has received 5 Grammys, 19 
American Music Awards, 5 
Peoples Choice Awards and 2 
Emmys EXHALE marks 
Houston's much awaited return to 
the big screen since her debut in 
the hit film “The Bodyguard," also 
Starring Kevin Costner, 

Houston's character (Savan- 
nah) moves from Denver to 
Phoenix so that she can take on 
a new job and a new life as the 
producer of a: local television 
show. Savannah serves as the 
catalyst that moves this bond of 
beautiful women through the 
murky waters of life as a single 
Black women

“What's Love Got to Do With It? 
and her co-starring role opposite 
Denzel Washington, in the Spike 
Lee film "Malcolm X." 

Bernadine finds herself in bad 
need of some sisterly consolation 
upon finding that her husband, 
after helping him build up a lucra- 
tive business, has attempted to 
leave her high and dry while run- 
ning off with his white secretary. 
Bernadine welcomes the arrival 
of Savannah and seeks the sup- 
portive connection that the 
gathering of her friends provides 
her. 

The remaining two women that 
make up this beleaguered soul 
patrol are Robin Stokes, played 
by the lovely Lela Rochon, and 
Gloria Johnson, portrayed by 
Loretta Devine. The sexually 
adventurousRobin finds herself

love interest, who just happens to be married. 


constantly attracted to men who 
lie, cheat and steal, while Gloria 
finds it easier to bide her time 
eating, working and babying her 
teenage son, rather than dealing 
with men altogether. 

We watch these women as a 
group, run through an endless 
gauntlet of pitiful Black men. This 
woeful collection of brothers 
show up as drunks, drug addicts, 
thieves, and no good two-timing 
dirty rats, not to mention that 
more than a few of them have the 
nerve to be deficient in their 
sexual know-how. To say the 
least, it's not a good showing for 
the collective representation of 
the African American male. What 
is sure to be at the heart of a 
raging controversy is the fact that 
these Black men seem to be rep- 
resented as the norm rather than 
the exception. 

Outside the controversy that 
will surely have Black women 
reveling and respirating in sup-

portive grandeur, and Black men 
gasping from what may feel like a 
swift kick to where it hurts the 
most, several exemplary perfor- 
mances were turned in. In Whit- 
ney Houston's heralded return to 
the screen, she holds her own 
among the multitude of seasoned 
actors. Some of Houston's better 
scenes were often times cluttered 
by her characters vocal narra- 
tions. These self-musing narra- 
tions served the character of 
Bernadine well in the book, but 
seemed to have been an 
hinderance to Whitney's talents in 
the film version, 

As would be expected, Angela 
Bassett once again gave her al- 
ways commanding performance. 

Time and again Bassett 
has shown why she has eamed 
the ultimate respect from movie- 
goers who's demographics 
transcends gender and racial 
make-up. Bassett supplies the 
character of Bernadine with a 


magnificent dose of strength as 
well as vulnerability. 

It's never an easy task to rep- 
resent an entire book in just a two 
hour film. And although all four of 
the films main actors gave good 
performances, it was obvious to 
see that Bassett's talents towered 
above all others in the ferocity 
that she attacked her role. Bas- 
sett had all the bases covered 
She exploded in character ap- 
peal, while exuding in sensuality, 
and in many instances infringing 
on these qualities that where ob- 
viously carved out for the popular 
Whitney Houston, and the sexy 
Lela Rochon 

In spite of the limited screen 
time, the multi-talented Gregory 
Hines turns out a fine perfor- 
mance as Gloria's new neighbor, 
Marvin. Hines' character repre 
sents the film's lone “Good 
Brother," as he brings a new 
sense of intrigue to Gloria's daily 
design. 

Wesley Snipes even manages 
to sneak in a few redeemable 
points for "the brothers" during a 
cameo scene with Angela Bas- 
sett. It was good to see Snipes in 
a movie again surrounded by a 
full cast of Black people. 

But make no mistake about it, 
despite the fact that this con- 
troversial film is directed by an 
African American male (Forest 
Witaker), WAITING TO EXHALE 
is driven by the same experien- 
ces and perceptions that 
motivated Terry McMillan to write 
the book. WAITING TO EXHALE 
is molded and cast from the view- 
point of Black women trying to 
make sense of a world where they 
often find themselves holding 
their collective breaths looking for 
a good man to share their love 
and their lives.

It was the "Great 
White Way” where Melba. first be- 
came a star over twenty years 
ago, as the star in the original 
“Hair and "Purlie Victorious," 
a role in which she won a Tony 
Award. “Returning to Broadway 
again is a miracle from God," 
beams Melba. "I'm, excited, nerv- 
ous and happy -- all wrapped up 
into one big bundle of energy,” 
she says from her ultra-posh New 
Jersey area condo. 

Over the last two years, 
Melba’s life was in complete 
shambles because of a lengthy 
and abusive marriage, and a 
nasty divorce from her former 
husband/manager. Melba 
couldn't find any work in show 
business, even though she's 
been a top Broadway star, suc- 
tessful recording artist and star of 
her own TV show “Melba.” She 
was forced to live on welfare after 
being evicted from her New’ York 
City apartment and suffered such
